Identity of a Girl 
Established in Trial 


LOS A N G ELES (AP) - The 
mysterious girl in the polka-dot 
dress who was sought after the 
assa.ssination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy was identified in court 
today as Valerie Schulte of San­ 
ta Barbara. 
Vincent Thomas Dil^ierro. tes­ 
tifying at the murder trial of 
Sirhan Bishara Sirhan. identi­ 
fied the girl from a picture. The 
girl in the picture was wearing 
a green dress with yellow polka 
dots; DiPierro. a parttime wai­ 
ter. had told police he had seen 
a girl wearing a white dress 
with black polka dots standing 
near Sirhan before the assassi­ 
nation at the Ambassador Hotel. 
There was no indication of 
what her connection, if any. was 
with Sirhan 
DiPierro had testified on di­ 
rect examination last Friday 
that 
he 
had 
noticed Sirhan 
standing on a tray stacker. De­ 
fense attorney Grant B. Uooper 
asked him on cross-examination 
today. “What caused you to no­ 
tice him (Sirhan)?" 


A. There was a girl standing 
in the area 
Q. At that time? 
A. It could have been at that 
time or shortly after. 
Q. You observed the girl first, 
did you*’ 
A. Yes. 
Q You observed the girl be­ 
cause she was a pretty girl, 
didn't you'!’ 
A, Yes. 
Then Uooper brought out 


statement taken by police from 
DiPierro on July 1 nearly a 
month after the shooting in 
which DiPierro said that he had 
not seen the girl in the polka-dot 
dress. By that time the search 
for the girl had ended 
On the witness stand today 
DiPierro said he would like to 
explain. 
“As I said, she could have 
been standing in the area that 
night. " he said. The prosecution 
then introduced into evidence 
several pictures of the girl they 
identified as Valerie Schulte aniJ 
DiPierro said she was the girl 
he had seen in the ballroom that 
night. 
Former football star Roose­ 
velt Grier also was expected to 
testify t(xlay. 
Grier, 
a 280- 
pounder who played for the Los 
Angeles ILims. pounced on the 
112-pound Sirhan in the narrow 
pantry where 
Kennedy was 
shot. 
Others on the prosecution wit­ 
ness .schedule as the trial began 
its first full week of testimony 
included Angelo Dipierro. the 
hotel maitre d'; Martin Patrus- 
kv and Jesus Perez, hotel em­ 
ployes. 
Grier, a friend of the Kenne- 
dys. accompanied the senator 
on the Ualifornia presidential 
primary campaign. The New 
York senator was shot last June 
after speaking to a large crowd 
(“elebrating his primary victory. 
He died 25 hours later.

Emotional Elements 
Part of the Battle

NKW YORK (A P I- Th e rail­ 
roads and the firemen's union 
are reaching another climax in 
a fight over train crews, with a 
wholesale introduction of the 
term ’ featherbedding” adding 
an emotional and popular inter­ 
est in the fight 
The blowup, if one is to come, 
may still be a couple of months 
away, but it is safe to assume 
that White House eyes are fo­ 
cused on the battle. It could 
mean a rail strike. It will mean 
a test of the new administra­ 
tion's skills. 
The issue is over whether or 
not the railroads should be 
forced to add to freight-train 
crews some 18.000 men whose 
jobs were eliminated between 
1964 and 1966. following a deci­ 
sion by a presidential arbitra­ 
tion board. 
That decision was limited to 
two years in duration and the 
railroads worked in a hurry to 
make use of it. Many firemen 
were transferred to comparable 
jobs. Others were layed off. 
with allowances. Job vacancies 
simply were not filled. 
In i966. with the decision no 
longer binding, the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Fm- 
ginemen served notice that they 
wanted to revert to the original 
situation, 
re-establishing 
the 
18.000 jobs. 
The railroads professed to be 
shoc'ked. The firemen grimly 
stuck to their objective. F'or 
more than two years now the 
two have been in a tug-o-war. 
straining to win a few inches of 
rope but succeeding only in dig­ 
ging in deeper. 
Making the matter a tough 
one for everyone involved is the 
fact that the arguments are infi­ 
nitely interwoven in the peculiar 
operating structures of both 
railroads and union. They are 
aLso emotional and as far differ­ 
ent as a modern deisel and an 
old steam Iwomotive. 
Stalemated, the two sides 
agreed last June to try resolv­ 
ing their differences in face-to- 
face negotiations. Then they 


called in the National Mediation 
Board, which later decided it 
could do little to resolve the is­ 
sues. 
Instead, in January it offered 
binding arbitration as a way to 
end the dispute. The railroads 
agreed to the offer, but the un­ 
ion. now merged into the larger 
United Transporation Union, 
still is considering the matter. 
The situation could veiy well 
remain a stalemate. If the union 
rejects the offer it might then 
set a strike date. The Nixon ad­ 
ministration could invoke the 
Railway Labor Act to postpone 
a walkout for 60 days, but no 
more. 
Meanwhile, the railroad peo­ 
ple have brought the matter to 
the public through a huge ad­ 
vertising campaign appearing 
in many scores of newspapers. 
Said a spokesman for the Na­ 
tional Labor Railway Confer­ 
ence, an arm of the Association 
of American Railroads: 
“It is the belief of the rail­ 
roads that there might be no 
way this can be finally settled 
without going to the public and 
the elected representatives of 
the 
public. 
Eventually 
this 
might get to Congress.” 
The railroads maintain that to 
put 18,000 men to work would be 
mere featherbedding. Deisels, 
they say. require no firemen be­ 
cause there's no coal to shovel 
and fewer guages to read. “ It 
would cost the public $200 mil­ 
lion a year. ' they say. 
The union feels the railroads 
have descended to an indecent 
level in calling union efforts 
featherbedding. The fireman, 
they say, is not just an idle third 
man in the engine cab He's a 
lookout, a safeguard against ac­ 
cidents. 
In support of its position, the 
UTU notes an increase in acci­ 
dents of $750 or more during the 
past few years. And it argues 
that the fireman is also an ap­ 
prentice 
engineer, 
carefully 
learning the craft. 
The railroads say they can do 
without the extra pair of eyes in 
the cab because a brakeman al­ 
ready handles that job. And the

Missouri's Lawmakers Facing 
Heavy Workload for Session

No one has talked about a cutoff 
date yet for the introduction of 
new legislation in the Missouri 
General Assembly but if it came 
right now the house and senate 
would have more than enough 
work to do before the June 30 
deadline. 
In the past the Senate usually 
has stopped introducing bills 
March 1 and the House has fol­ 
lowed suit March 15. 
In the House this time 560 
bills and 43 proposed constitu­ 
tional changes already have 
been introduced. In the Senate 
it comes to 253 bills and 13 con­ 
stitutional amendments. 
Many 
identical 
bills 
have 
been introduced in both houses 
as sponsors try to get an early 
testing from representatives and 
senators. Many other cases of 
identical or similar bills being 
introduced in the same House 
also have oc'curred. 
Legislators like to get their 
names on popular bills, such as 
those improving welfare pay­ 
ments. If they fail to get on one 
such bill they introduce their 
own bill to do the same thing. 
In the House, so far, no com­ 
mittee has killed a bill although 
that is the reason for committee 
action—to get rid of unneeded 
or unwanted legislation. 
The House has defeated only 
one bill. It would have allowed 
counties to set up highway com­ 
missions and would also, in the 
process, have eliminated the old 
township form of government. 
Twenty-four Missouri counties 
still cling to the township sys­ 
tem. 
The Senate hasn't got rid of 
legislation early, either. 
Although the House and Sen­ 
ate do not convene until 4 p.m., 
Monday there should still be 
some fireworks on that day. 
Monday night the Senate La­ 
bor Committee will hear argu­ 
ments on a bill that would 
allow state and loc’al govern­ 
ment employes, including pub­ 
lic school teachers, to organize 
and bargain collectively — just 
as labor and management nego­ 
tiate in industry.

Cistero Filter 


F'llters are not very effective 
in purifying water that runs off 
the roof into a cistern, says 
Ralph 
Ricketts, 
extension 
agricultural engineer at 
the 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
('olumbia 
About the best service they 
perform is to hold out leaves 
and other large pieces of foreign 
matter Water comes off a roof 
fast during a heavy rain and if 
the filter has fine sand it it. the 
capacity will be so small that 
most of the water will overflow 
and be wasted, 
Ricketts says the usual filter 
is a concrete box 24 x 24" and 
30" deep The bottom should be 
perforated and provisions made 
to drain the water into the 
cistern either directly or by tile 
From the bottom, the filter 
should consist of two or three 
layers of copper screen, about a 
foot of variable size gravel, and 
about a foot of coarse sand 
The 
surface 
of 
the sand 
should be cleaned as needed 


Cistern Water 
Ralph 
Ricketts, 
extension 
agricultural engineer at the 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia. says practically all 
cisterns would test unsafe for 
drinking purposes. The Division 
of Health doesn't even like to 
test cistern water. 
He says that there is no way 
to keep bacteria out of cisterns 
as long as roof water runs into 
them. Bacteria in the water can 
be killed by adding about one 
quart of household bleach (5 per 
cent 
solution) 
to each 200 
gallons of water. This dosage 
should be repeated as often as 
the cistern is refilled. 


Fuel Costs 
Missourians start looking for 
an economical fuel for heating 
the 
home 
when 
winter 
temperatures go down and fuel 
bills go up 
Ralph Ricketts, 
Extension agricultural engineer 
at the University of Missouri- 
Columbia. says tables giving the 
relative cost of heating homes 
with various fuels show that 
heating costs are about the 
same with propane gas costing 
12 cents per gallon and fuel oil 
costing 17 cents per gallon. 
H o w e v e r, 
th e re 
are 
considerations other than price 
per gallon. Initial cost of the 
furnace, upkeep, noise, etc., 
should enter into the choice of a 
fuel. Also a factor is the fuel 
used for cooking and water 
heating. 
Ricketts says natural gas is 
usually the most economical 
fuel if it is available. Electric 
heat is gaining popularity even 
though it is the highest cost fuel 
per BTU and a house must be 
designed 
and 
insulated 
for 
electric 
heat 
for 
it 
to 
be 
practical. He says the cost of 
electric heat is more favorable 
than 
calculations 
indicate 
because it is so easy to reduce 
heat supply to little used rooms.

Concession 
On Okinawa 
Is Advised 


TOPEKA. Kan. (AP) - Sen. 
Hugh Scott, R-Pa., says he be­ 
lieves the United States should 
compromise its position some­ 
what on the status of its large 
military base on Okinawa or 
face the prospect of weakening 
the U.S. - Japanese security 
treaty. 
Scott, just back from Tokyo 
where he and a dozen other U.S. 
senators and congressmen held 
discussions with Japanese lead­ 
ers. made his comments at a 
news conference here Sunday. 
Scott, due to speak here to­ 
day. spoke at the home of Alf 
M. Landon, former Kansas gov­ 
ernor and 1936 Republican candi 
date for president. 
"I think if we don’t make 
some agreement with Okinawa." 
Scott said, "sentiment will build 
up (in Japan) against the secu­ 
rity treaty. 
"I think we are almost bound 
to open negotiations this fall on 
Okinawa with Japan, and fix the 
date for reversion at least of ad­ 
ministrative rights. That may be 
a possible compromise. " 
Sc’ott also offered as a possible 
solution the exchange of admin­ 
istrative rights sometime after 
the Vietnam war ends in return 
for an understanding that the 
U S might continue to use the 
base as necessary 
Scott said Japan wants Okina­ 
wa. which the U.S. seized during 
World War II when it was taking 
Pacific islands from the Japa­ 
nese. returned under the security 
treaty.

Finch W asn't Consulted 
On School Mixing Suits 


WASHINGTON (AI>)

Finch. 
Secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare, 
says the Justice Department 
filed recent schixil desegrega­ 
tion suits in the South without 
consulting him 
Finch wrote off the incident 
as part of the birth pangs of a 
new 
administration,

called for more coordination in 
the future. 
"We re going to have to have 
a greater interface between the 
two—Justice and HF2W—in this 
whole 
compliance area and 
across the nation." he said 
"But we haven't been in office 
long enough to get that working 
relationship established yet." 
Atty Gen. John Mitchell filed 
the lawsuits in Louisiana and 
Houston a few days after Finch 
had described the cutting off of 
federal aid as the ultimate 
weapon in school segregation 
disputes. 
In an interview with The As­ 
sociated Press. Finch said the 
files on the Southern .school dis­ 
tricts were turned over to the 
attorney general. "The timing 
and the nature and the institu­ 
tion of these actions are entirely 


under his control, and are not 
done in relation to this depart­ 
ment." he said

His department is following, 
but re-examining, school de­ 
segregation guidelines inherited 
from the Democratic adminis­ 
tration. 
—The Supreme ('ourt has pro­ 
hibited "deliberate discrimina­ 
tion" but not segregation as 
such.

Court decision, segregation, in 
fact, is not prohibited bv law. " 
Finch said. 
What is prohibited is deliber­ 
ate discrimination. 
"And so you have to find hard 
evidence that someone, the peo­ 
ple in a community, are deliber­ 
ately creating situations which 
lead to discrimination. 
If segregation in fact were 
prohibited by law. what are you 
going to do with all the solid Ne­ 
gro schools in solid Negro areas 
in Northern cities'’ " 
Finch said a proposal by a 
Nixon task force for setting a 
federal floor under welfare pav- 
ments was being considered.

The em ergence of priv acy as a s(x *ial and 
political issue Ls a modern phenomenon, 
claims Bennett 
— a function of the 
population ex plosion, 
urbanization and 
technological “progress.” 
In an earlier, rural and less complex age,

was 
security 
in 
knowing 
one's 
neighbors and being known by them, he 
say s. But as life becom es more crowded, 
priv acy becomes elusiv e and. therefore, 
treasured. 
We need to share ex periences, he feels, 
to understand each other's v iews and 
aspirations as groups and institutions and 
indiv iduals. 
It 
is 
the 
withholding 
of 
information, 
not 
its 
disclosure, 
tkit 
produces tension and misunderstanding. 
The right to priv acy is not absolute. 
Bennett 
points 
out. 
There are 
many 
situations in which, by law, the general 
welfare demands disclosure of personal 
information. 


He predicts that in the foreseeable 
future

to collect 
bic^raphical 
information 
for 
entire 


populations in computerized master files, 
perm a nently 
stored 
and 
insta ntly 
retriev able. 
Our interdependence on each other will 
force 
us 
to 
become 
ev er 
more 
sophisticated 
in 
the 
use 
of 
tliis 
information, he say s. “ Our liv es will be 
planfully 
program m ed 
toward 
‘the 
greatest good for the greatest number.' 
“ The technology is at hand. Will we be 
easlav ed in fear and suspicion? Or shall we 
use our fast communication skills to foster 
trust and confidence that secrets can be 
shared, that personal information will be 
tiea ted with respect and understanding for 
the benefit of man? ” 


That would seem to depend on a number 
of other questions, such as:

us? 
Can bureaucrats shed 
their 
traditional suspicion and condescension

This is already su pposed to be 
g u aranteed u nder the 1962 (lenev a accords, bu t 
President Nix on wants some assu rance that a 
Vietnam peace won t be followed by a renewal of 
the fig hting in Laos. 
North Vietnam has an estimated 40.000 troops in 
Laos, 
su pporting 
the 
military 
effort 
of 
the 
Commu nist Pathet Loa. A Vietnam settlement 
wou ld free sev eral .North Vietnamese div isions to 
swarm into Laos u nless this is somehow prohibited 
in a fu tu re Paris ag reement. 
If Laos is threatened. Premier Sou v anna F^hou ma 
can be ex pected to call for .American planes to 
su pport the g ov ernment 
forces. The U.S. 
has 
promised limited assistance, in su ch a conting ency , 
in retu rn for Laotian cooperation du ring the 
Vietnam fig hting . 
Secret permission was obtained for U.S. planes, 
intellig ence 
team s 
and 
special 
forces

operate inside Laos in order to hamper North 
Vietnamese infiltration down the Ho Chi Minh 
trails. Americans also worked with the mou ntain 
tribesmen in Laos. 
The qu estion hau nting F^resident Nix on is whether

— No Challenge Intended — 
President .Nix on has taken pains to assu re the 
Ru .ssians that his v isit to NATO cou ntires latei this 
month and his mov e to .streng then the NATO 
alliance shou ld not be taken as a threat to the Sov iet 
sphere. 
The President has made it clear, throu g h priv ate 
messag es, that he has no intention of challeng ing 
Sov iet influ ence within the commu nist bloc or of 
adopting an ag g ressiv e policy in Central Eu rope.

It is c om m on to say th a t the y ou ng people of toda y a r e 
the best-inform ed in history , th a t th ey pu t th eir e lde rs to 
sh a m e in the v olu m e and div e rsity of the thing s th ey know . 
Y et th e re is som eth ing g rossly w rong wdth this pictu re. 
With the su pport of P re side nt Nix on, 
H EW S e c re ta ry 
R obert F inch ch ose as his new e du c a tion c om m issione r 
Dr. J a m e s Allen, form e r New' Y ork S tate c om m issione r, 
specifically to u pg ra de th e qu a lity of e le m e nta r y and 
se c onda ry edu cation in this c ou ntry . 
T hou g h ex ceptions ex ist, th a t qu a lity is de e m e d—in stu dy - 
a fte r stu dy —to be pitifu lly low' in th e core cities of A m e ri­ 
c a ’s g re a t u rba n a r e a s from c oa st to coast. In som e 
stu dies, ev en the a v e r a g e qu a lity of e du c a tion prov ide d in 
su bu rba n schools is badly fau lted.

They seemed to regard the univ ersity first as a place 
for them to domina te, in one degree or another, and then 
to use mainly as a phy sical sta ging base for m a ss political 
action and other real-life m ov em ents a ga inst the outside 
v \orld whose shortcomings troubled them. 
K ennan not onis c h a lle ng e d this c oncept of the u niv e r­ 
sity . while conceding its need to keep 
u p w ith th e tim e s 
and re la te itself dee{)ly a nd continu ou sly to the ou tside 
world, bu t he c h a rg e d th e re sponding re be ls w ith m is ­ 
conceiv ing de m oc ra c y , ov e rra ting the u tility of im pa tie nc e , 
ov e rra ting th e ir own c om pe te nc e a nd know ledg e, ig noring 
whole a spe c ts of life (na tu re , for one), falselv ju stify ing 
disobedience in th e na m e of th e ir all-pow erfu l indiv idu al 
consciences.

Secretary of the Interior, was the only Nix on cabinet 
appointee 
who 
created 
a 
major 
senatorial 
controv ersy . He was finally confirmed and g ained 
the distinction of being sworn in separately from his 
elev en colleag u es in the cabinet. 
Secretary Hickel arriv ed in Alaska in 1941 from 
Kamsas when he was 21 y ears old with 37 cents in his 
poc'ket. He worked at odd jobs u ntil he cou ld beg in 
bu ilding hou ses and later motels. By the time he was 
elected g ov ernor of the larg est state in the u nion he 
was a millionaire. 
.After his appointment by Nix on, Hickel made a 
statement, which irked the conserv ationists, that he 
did not ag ree with the “idea of con.serv ation for 
conserv ation’s sake" bu t that did not mean that he 
intended to cu t down ev ery tree. Later at the Senate 
hearing s he made his position clearer. 
First of all. he said, ev ery one shou ld be able to see 
and enjoy the sky . "I don't think spending millions 
of dollars in g hettos will do the job. I think the 
env ironment of the y ou ng and the old is so 
important. They shou ld be able to see more blu e sky 
showing than the blu e sky they see between 
concrete. Parks and open spaces mu st be readily 
av ailable. You can’t trav el thou sands of miles to see 
mou ntain peaks. 
"W here we really hav e the problem — we mu st 
zero in ou r efforts — is in the East." 
Hickel said he has v isited, with his family , 
"almost ev ery national park in America" and said 
he believ es "it's perfectly rig ht to hav e a wilderness 
policy ." 
At the Interior Committee hearing s all the conflict 
of interest charg es prov ed to be u ntru e or withou t 
su bstantiation. Hickel went on record as fav oring 
strong water pollu tion standards, being willing to 
hold u p Alaska land allocations u ntil Cong ress had a 
chance to .settle the nativ e land claims qu estion, 
opposing oil drilling in the Arctic Wildlife Rang e, 
and fav oring parks and wilderness areas. 
It 
is an interesting coincidence, becau se of 
nickel’s v ast oil holding s not only in Alaska bu t in 
Utah. Colorado and Wy oming , that his first job as 
Secretary shou ld be a v isit to California, where oil 
was trou bling the waters, pollu ting the beaches and 
destroy ing wild life 
As his No. 2 man in the Department of the Interior 
Hickel has appointed Ru ssell E Train, a nationally 
known conserv ationist. 
Secretary Hickel is 49 y ears old. He married twice. 
His first wife died in 1941. leav ing one son. Fou rteen 
y ears later he married Ermalee Stru tz, dau g hter of 
an Anchorag e pioneer family .

The thick revenue sludge is 
starting to move in the Missou­ 
ri Legislature. It s slow but at 
last its moving 
Some major news devcdop- 
ments are in sight tor next 
wet'k 
This IS go(Kl news fi»r school 
people and a lot ot others be 
cau.se all the big spending pro­ 
posals. such as an increase of 
$.15 million in state aid to 
schools, capital improvements 
at state institutions and other 
things neces.sarily have been 
held up until the legislature has 
some idea of how much money 
it will have to spend 
There is even a glimmer ot 
hopt' for the cities that some 
kind of revenue sharing plan 
with the state may be worked 
out. 
Here, briefly, is what has 
happened so far 
(iov Warren F]. Hearnes has 
said $80 million more is needed 
m new revenue to increase state 
aid to schools, provide funds 
for capital improvements and 
firumce new programs He said 
he preferred to get it from an 
income tax increase but did not 
say how 
The State Tax Study (ommis­ 
sion intrcxiuced a .series ot bills 
to boost income tax and other 
revenues but they have been 
stalled in the Senate. 
So this last week two things 
happened. 
The Senate leaders - Presi­ 
dent Pro Tern F’.arl H Black- 
well. D-Hillsboro. and Majority 
Leader A 
Basey Vanlanding- 
ham. D-Colurnbia 
introduced 
their own package plan to raise 
$110 million more m revenue 
for the same purposes They 
rely mainly on a bill to levy a 
5 per cent tax on the gross re­ 
ceipts of utilities the first year 
and 10 per cent the second year 
They estimated this would 
rai.se $50 million the first year 
and another $50 million the .sec­ 
ond. 
Then, on Thursday. Hep Har­ 
old Volkmer. I)-Hannibal. intro­ 
duced his own $120 million rev­ 


enue increase package, relying 
mainly on income tax increases 
House Speaker .lames F (¡(xl 
frey. D-St 
Louis, said it was 
dwided to get something start­ 
ed in the House because the in­ 
come tax propo.sals m the Sen 
ate were not moving 
Senate leaders have said all 
along they hoped the House 
would pass revenue prixiucmg 
bills right along with the a[>pro 
priation bills 
That sets the stage for next 
wt'ek s action 
First, on Wednesday, the Sen 
ate Ways ami Means t'ommit- 
tee is (‘xpected to approve the' 
Blackwell - Yanlandmgham tax 
package pegged to the utility 
gross receipts tax 
These bills will he followed 
by Senate Fducation (’ommittee 
approval, according to the pres­ 
ent outlook, of Vanlandingham s 
plan to boost state aid to schools 
under the foundation program 
by about $35 million the first 
year and set up a 50-50 state 
and liX'al sharing of operational 
costs within four vears 


Senate action on that, of 
course, would depend on what 
happens to the revenue piaxluc- 
mg hills The school hill would 
be on the Senate calendar right 
behind the revenue bills 


The Senate leaders are well 
aware that considerable opposi­ 
tion has developed to the util­ 
ities tax proposal T’he governor 
is against it. some newspapers 
have inveighed against it edi­ 
torially.

Wednesday night opponents pre­ 
dicted dire results to .Missouri's 
economy if the bill is passed 


So, noting thi.s opposition, the 
Senate leaders propose to lure 
the cities into the act and per­ 
haps gain some support for the

scheduled for next Thursday. 
Missouri mayors who have been 
pressing for a share of state 
revenues will be asked for their 
best ideas on how the state 
could help, either through shar­ 


ing police, hospital, fire protec­ 
tion or other municqial costs 
The s(H‘alled urban C(xdition 
ol eight mayors from the larg­ 
est cities have proposed an in­

easiest and quickest way to 
raise big money for the state 
because everyone pays it and

.A broad sales tax bill has not 
yet been introduced, but reports 
indicate it will be. probably 
within the next few weeks. 


That will give the legislatvirs 
a broad choice to pick any kind 
of a tax increase possible. 


.Most of them don t want any 
tax increase and wish the prob­ 
lem would go away, but it w on't.
